ELATH’S TALK WITH 
MACMILLAN 


Middle East Issues

Although the official communiqué 
on.Mr. Elath’s 75-minute meeting with 
Mr. Macmillan at No. 10 Downing 
Street on Wednesday was confined to 


the bald statement that the general 


situation in the Middle East was dis- 
cussed, it is known that the conversa- 
tion was friendly and ranged over a 
wide field of mutual interests. 


It is understood that no definite 


understanding was reached or any: but 
severely qualified assurances given. 
Nevertheless, there are reasons for 
regarding the -results with guarded 
optimism and in the expectation that 
conversations will be resumed, in 
some form or another, after Mr. 
Macmillan’s return from Greece and 
Turkey. 

Informed quatters have emphasised 
that no finality has been reached 
because the subjects discussed are still 
under active consideration. It is 
pointed out that the raising of the 
ban on American aircraft flving to 
Jordan will have the effect of aiding 
the British forces in Amman, and 
serves to underline the argument that 
aid to Jordan is an Anglo-American 
venture, not purely a British one. 
Raising the ban also shows that: the 
Israelis are not taking the Russian 
threat too. seriously. 

It seems likely that one of the mat- 
ters discussed was the question of how 
long Britain intends to keep her forces 
in Jordan. It is commonly believed 
in London that King Hussein’s régime 
cannot survive the withdrawal of 
British troops for more than a few 
weeks. A plan mooted in diplomatic 
circles to send a U.N. observer force 
to Jordan on the Gaza. Strip and 
Lebanon pattern is impracticable 
because it is not the function of the 
U.N. to support, by force, a régime 
that cannot maintain itself. 


ANGER AT BRITAIN

Deep anger is being felt in official 
Israeli circles at what is considered 
the “clumsy manner” in which the 
British authorities have handled the 
question of their airlift from Cyprus 
to Jordan.

Israel has addressed an appeal to 
Mr. Khruschey, the Soviet Premier, 
to use his influence to persuade Pre- 
sident Nasser to enter into direct talks 
with the Jewish State, Mrs. Golda 
Meir, the Israeli Foreign Minister, 
stated at a press conference here on 
Wednesday. 

About .200 journalists, representing 
over the world, 
attended the conference given by “Mrs. 
Meir at the Hotel Raphael. Israel, 
she declared, demanded direct peace 
talks with the Arab countries. Israel 


~would not surrender any of her terri- 


tory and had no desire to take 
territory from anyone else. 

She was leaving Paris, she said, with 
the conviction that the friendship be- 
tween France and Israel was not a 
temporary affair but had all the fea- 
tures of permanent co-operation and 
understanding, and was based on the 
mutual conception of world peace. 

Referring to the U.N. declaration of 
1947, Mrs. Meir declared that it had 
been wiped out with Israeli blood. 

The whole Paris’ press gave 
prominence to the conference and 
Mrs. Meir’s interview with General 
de Gaulle. Her picture, in company 
with the French Foreign Minister, 
M. Couve de Murville, appeared in 
nearly all the newspapers. -

CATHOLIC PRESSURE 
DEPLORED

The New York Board of Rabbis, 
representing 700 Orthodox, Conserva- 
tive, and Reform ministers, on Mon- 
day made representation to the Mayor 
of New York, Mr. Robert Wagner, 
urging that the City’s Department of 
Hospitals reverses its policy on birth 
control information and _ permits 
patients in city hospitals to decide 


for themselves whether. the receipt of 


such* information violates their 


religious tenets. 


The Board has taken this action 
in Opposition to the views of Catholic 
leaders. A controversy on this issue 
came to a head last spring when, in 
deference to Catholic pressure, Dr. 
Morris Jacobs, of the Hospitals Com- 
mission, ordered a hospital physician 
not to fit a contraceptive device for a 
Protestant woman suffering from 
acute diabetes. 

In a letter to the Mayor setting out 
the rabbis’ view, Rabbi A. Steinbach, 
President of the’ Board, stated that 
while his organisation defends “the 
fundamental right of all religious 
groups”. to formulate their own 
particular opinions for their adherents 
“we strongly deplore and protest 


against the notion that patients in tax- 


supported hospitals” who do not 
adhere to Catholic tenets should be 
compelled to do so “even if as a 
result lives may be endangered.” 
Rabbi Steinbach added that such 


compulsion was a violation of the 


constitution, which 
religious freedom.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


SENSE OF THANKFULNESS 


“ And thy heart be lifted up and 
thou forget the Lord thy God” 
(Deut. viii, 14). 


HAT depth of insight into 

human character is con- 
tained in this simple yet 
telling phrase. It is a reflection of 
the genius of the Hebrew language 
to attribute pride and the super- 
abundance of self-confidence to the 
“lifting up” of the heart. Even 
more ingenious is the use of the 
verb in the intransitive rather than 
the transitive sense. It is note- 
worthy that in the various contexts 
of Scripture in which this expres- 
sion occurs the phrase is always 
used in this form. 

In our text the Torah, in speaking 
of the possible adverse effects of 
material success, depicts the pros- 
perous man’s _ self-aggrandisement 
resulting from a heart stricken by 
this spiritual malady. An identical 
description is found when Scripture 
issue a warning to those who 
occupy high office, as well as to 
those who are privileged to attain 
to positions of power. All of these 
are prone to the danger of being 


Swelled with pride, of losing all 


Sense of proportion, of being so 
inflated as to forget God and the 
humility which a consciousness of 
God should inspire. | 


LORD ACTON’S famous dictum, 

‘Power corrupts, absolute power 
corrupts absolutely,” comes readily 
to mind in this context. But the 
scriptural passages which deal with 
this human failing demand that we 
think not only in terms of political 
dictatorship. It is expected of us 
that we look at closer quarters and 
be mindful of the temptations to 
which we are all invariably exposed. 
The effect of success, in whatever 
form it’ is experienced, on the 
stability of the mind should be our 
ever-present concern. The Torah 


wisely urges vigilance and awareness | 


of the dangers we so frequently 
incur when we lose sense of perspec- 


tive and the requisite emotional 
balance. 


The stages in man’s spiritual 
descent are clearly defined. They 
are success, pride, forgetfulness, 
ingratitude. While life still demands 


Struggle against hardship we turn 


our eyes Godward; we pray for 
relief from stress and ease from 


anxiety. Such prayers are genuine 
and real, because they come from 
the contrite heart. It is a cry from 
the depths. But | 


fortune turns in our favour the 


‘heart so often ceases to be contrite 


and humble ; it becomes puffed and 
inflated. The stress is passed and 
the anxiety is forgotten, and we 
deceive ourselves into believing that 
the result is of our own making, 
The mind possesses the unique 
capacity to expel its 
memories and to retain only the 
realisation of the present good 
fortune. With the expulsion of the 
less pleasant memories God is often 
expelled, too. When in pain we 
cry to God for relief ; in our pros- 
perity we forget to offer a prayer 
of gratitude. No thought is giver 
to the source and giver of our 
present happiness. The sunshine of 
success has obliterated the dark 
shadows. 


WHY should God be sought only 

in the darkness of the night off 
suffering and not at the noon-day 
of success ? He who is called “ the 


fashioner of light and the creator 


of darkness” is worthy of bein 


called upon at all times and in a 


circumstances. “The Lord is nigh 
unto all who call upon Him, to alk 
who call upon Him in truth.” Tha 


_ call can be for intercession, a plea 


in time of trouble; it can, and 
should be, the call of love emanat- 
ing from those who are conscious 
of His presence and feel a deep and 


abiding sense. of thankfulness for | 


the many gifts bestowed upon the 


undeserving. 


Success should not permit the 
heart to be “lifted up” in pride 
and self-assurance; it should be 
controlled restrained int 
humility. The heart should not be 
man’s master, but man the master 
of his heart and his emotions.

THE LATE DR. E. 
PACHTMANN 


Mr. JOSEF FRAENKEL writes: “ The 
sudden death of Dr. Edward Pacht- 
mann during the W.J.C. Executive 
meeting in Geneva caused deep sorrow 
not only to the delegates but to a 
wide circle of his friends all over the 
world. 

“Born at Drohobycz, Poland, in 
1904, Dr. Pachtmann was the son of 
the late Dr. Moritz Pachtmann, a 
Zionist pioneer and well-known 
Landespolitiker in Galicia, He was a 
delegate at the IIlth Zionist Congress 
in Vienna in 1913, 

“Edward Pachtmann arrived in 
Vienna during the First World War. 
There he attended the Chajes Hebrew 
Gymnasium and went on to. study 
law at the Vienna University. He 
was Chairman of the Jewish Academic 
Society, Ivria, and later became 
President of the Judza, to which some 
4,000 Jewish’ students belonged. 
Pachtmann’s hospitable house was

EUROPEAN HEBREW 
SEMINAR 


Many Participants from 
Britain

Davos, SWITZERLAND 
A record number of students from 


ten European countries and North 


Africa are taking part here in the 
sixth European Hebrew seminar. 

Altogether there are partici- 
pants in the seminar and the associ- 
ated Ulpan courses for students of 
Hebrew. A novel feature is the 
European “ Ulpania.’ an open-air 
Hebrew school for children of kinder- 
garten and elementary school age, 
which is attended by some seventy 
children. 

The English contingent, led by Mr. 
Levi Gertner, Director of the Jewish 
Agency Department for Education 
and Culture, comprises nearly half the 
total participants. 

The seminar is directed by Mr. A. 
Wilcher, Director of the Jewish 
Agency Department for Education and 
Culture in Geneva for Switzerland, 
Italy, and Belgium. He is also lectur- 
ing in T’nach, while Mrs. Wilcher is 
co-ordinating the pedagogic planning 
of the seminar and the projects con- 
nected with it. 

Dr. A. Stutchinsky, Director of the 
Hebrew Seminary in Ziirich, is in 
general charge of the Ulpan section of 
the seminar, while the study courses 
of the Ulpan are being organised by 
Miss Naomi Gluckstein. 

Miss. Naomi Doron, of Israel, 
teaches Israeli songs and dances. Other 
subjects taught at the seminar, which 
is being held in delightful surround- 
ings at the Schatzalp Hotel high up in 
the mountains, include T’nach, Tal- 
mud, modern Hebrew literature, and 
Jewish history and philosophy.

‘ARAB PRISONERS ESCAPE 


13 Men Die in Break-out

JERUSALEM 

A committee of i inquiry has been set 
up by the Minister of Justice to 
investigate the circumstances of the 
escape of 66 Arab prisoners—former. 
fedayeen-and other infiltrators, many 
from Gaza—from the Shatta prison 
near Haifa on Thursday of last week. 
It is believed that the prisoners crossed 
the Jordan border, which is three to 
four kilometres from the prison. 3 

Two of the guards and eleven of the 
prisoners were killed in the fighting 
following the break-out. Four or five 
Jewish prisoners apparently helped the 


guards to try to stop the escape.. 


Altogether there were 180 prisoners in 
the prison. 

The Arabs managed to obtain the 
key of the armoury and stole arms. 


According to a preliminary investé 
gation by the police the break-out 
had been planned for a month but 
no outside help had been received. 
After the break-out five Jewish 
prisoners and one warder managed to 
get in touch with the police. Later 
400 policemen aided by aircraft and 
bloodhounds searched the area and 
eleven prisoners were rounded up but 
66 others managed to escape. 

Police have described the escape 
as “brilliant.” The master planner 
is said to have been Ahmed Ali, 
Ottman, an Egyptian, who is believed 
to have been a member of the 
Egyptian intelligence services. He 
was arrested six months ago, forty- 
five days after his arrival in Israel. 
He is reported to have arrived in 
Israel from London. He was seriously 
wounded in the fighting during the 
prison break-out.

ONE of the inversions which a 
changed order of society has 
brought about is that whereas not 
very long ago the toiling masses 
remained at their labours. while 
those who governed them relaxed 
for the summer, today a summer 
holiday is the prerogative of the 
man-in-the-street while political 
leaders and diplomatists remain at 
their desks to grapple with the 
latest international crisis. For what 
are called “communal affairs,” 
however, August remains a dead 
month: the usual round of meet- 
ings, banquets, and speeches still 
remains adjourned until the autumn. 


One change which should not go 
unnoticed by the Jewish community 
is the presence in Britain of an 
ever-growing influx of visiting 

coreligionists. This is, of course, 
part of the enormous developmeni 
of ‘the tourist trade of this country, 


and, like the trend of which it is an ~ 


aspect, may be expected to con- 
tinue with the speeding up of travel 
‘and the wider distribution of 
“wealth. The presence of so many 
Jewish visitors brings in its frain 
the problem: of catering for the 
desire of many of them to see 
something of British Jewish life. 
‘The problem is not one of any 
great dimensions, but, like many of 
that order, it goes unattended. Were 
the visitors in need of help some 
charitable organisation would come 
to their aid. Were they “top 
people” their opposite numbers 
here would doubtless get to know 
of their arrival. As, however, most 


' of them are just ordinary tourists 


who might like to attend a syna- 
gogue, visit any Jewish sites that 
have historic interest, or eat a 
kosher meal, there is no organised 
effort to cater for their needs, even 
to the limited extent of giving 
them elementary information, and 
_whether or not they are satisfied is 
usually a matter of luck. | 


It happens that, in the light of 
the Jewish position at the present 
_day, the life of the London Jewish 
community stands out as being both 
well organised and well rooted in 
history, so that there is much for 
the interested visitor to see. Few 
modern capitals have a house of 
worship of the charm and historic 
associations of the Bevis Marks 
Synagogue; the West End of 
London, too, is well sprinkled with 
synagogues ; Woburn House. con- 
tains a well-tended Jewish Museum; 
and the new Jews’ College, with its 
unique library, is a place which the 
visitor can be shown with. pride. 


on resident and visitor alike. 
Attention has been drawn to it 
repeatedly, but it is to be hoped 
that the difficulty which the ban 
makes for a growing number of 
Jewish visitors will weigh the scales 
in favour of its being withdrawn. 


THE IMPORTANCE 
OF ISRAEL 


AS the Middle East crisis continues 
and the heads of the Great Powers 
dispute among themselves whether 
and when they will meet one 
another to discuss the situation, 
certain aspects of the confused 
picture begin to emerge more 
clearly. The most important is 
that the immediate danger of war 


has receded. For that we may all 


. Britain and 


give thanks. Another is that 
Israel’s strategic importance is 
becoming more fully recognised. 


When the crisis broke and Great 
the United Staies 
decided to send military aid to 
Jordan, the British Government 
acted in a somewhat high-handed 
fashion in sending troops and sup- 
plies through Israel’s air space to 
Amman. The Israelis did not object 


because they recognised the urgency 


of the situation and correctly inter- 
preted the Anglo-American move 
as an attempt to forestall another 
round of aggression by President 
Nasser. The principal objective has 
now been attained and the Israelis 
are Obliged to take stock of the 
new situation. They are entitled to 
fee] aggrieved that no gratitude has 
been shown to them for coming 
to the assistance of the Western 
Powers. Their action has brought 
down on their head the wrath of 
the Soviet Union and they have 


made the Arabs, if possible, more 


bitter still. 


In addition, they are 
not so impressed with the strength 
of Britain’s position in Jordan as 
to be certain how long her influence 
will remain uppermost that 
country. If the Anglo-American 
attempt to buttress Jordan against 
Nasserite infiltration should fail 
(and the possibility has to be con- 
sidered), what happens the 
supplies:of splendid new military 
equipment which have poured into 
the country during the past three 
weeks ? The Government of Israel 
is, not unnaturally, uneasy and, in 
consequence, has called at least a 
partial halt to the air lift across her 


- territory. It is practically the only 


bargaining counter in her posses- 
sion, but it is a very valuable one. 
The Israeli Government is fully 


entitled to use this argument to 


To have some kind of informa- 


tion bureau which could place 
readily at the disposal of visitors 
reliable up-to-date information 
about these and other places of 
~ Jewish interest is a task which 
should raise none of the silly 
rivalries and competition for 
prestige which bedevil a_ great 
deal of communal work. (The 
“Jewish Travel Guide’ provides 
the basic information.) Moreover, it 
is a matter for imaginative per- 
sonal service rather than anything 
else, and would not call for the 
expenditure of more than a com- 
paratively trivial sum of money. It 


is probable that if, for example, the — 


principal organisations which have 
their headquarters in Woburn 
House were to meet on this ques- 
tion they could make the necessary 
arrangements without any difficulty 
To carry the task a stage further 
and provide the Jewish visitors not 
only with information but with 
guides or organised tours might be 
more difficult. It would still not 
be insuperable, especially if the 
co-operation of the student organi- 
sations were enlisted or if the task 
could be handled on a commercial 
basis. 

If those in charge of such a 
‘ project were considering a place of 
meeting for Jewish visitors, then, 
in the absence of a club, one. of 
the kosher. restaurants might pro- 
vide suitable facilities. The Sabbath 
is the obvious occasion for meeting, 
‘and. at once there is the obstacle 
raised by the blank refusal of 
the Beth Din to allow kosher 
restaurants to open on Sabbaths 
and Festivals. Judging by the 
practice of other authorities of 
unimpeachable Orthodoxy, this is 
an unnecessary hardship inflicted 


reinforce its demand that the 
Western Powers should find a 
formula whereby they can guarantee 
to protect Israel’s security and 
integrity from the dangers of 
Nasserite aggression and attacks 
from outside the Middle East. 


No doubt the British and 
American Governments find them- 
selves in something of a quandary, 
for they fear that if they guaran- 
tee Israel’s security it will make 
it more difficult for them to 
pursue their policy of coming to 


terms with Arab nationalism. The 


French, on the other hand, are less 
inhibited and it is encouraging to 
see the warm cordiality with which 
Mrs, Golda Meir has been received 
by General de Gaulle and the 
French Foreign Minister. General 
de Gaulle, though no less aware of 
Communist and Nasserite dangers 
than the British or Americans, has 
shown that he is not prepared to 
march in. step with President 
Eisenhower and Mr. Macmillan if 
it does not suit his book. He has 
demonstrated his independence jn 
the matter of Summit talks and 
now, in regard to relations with 
Israel, he is prepared to follow a 
line which may cause some 
embarrassment in the West but 
will be applauded in Israel. 

The implications of the situation 
naturally lay themselves open to 
speculation, What will be the out- 
come of the new recognition of the 
importance of Israel? Have we 


seen the rout of those ill-disposed 


or ill-informed wishful-thinkers 
who believed that the Sinai cam- 
paign spelt the end of Israel? 
When Britain and America decided 


-to use their armed forces to go to 


the assistance of Lebanon and 
Jordan they: recognised that their 
last chance had arrived to retain a 
position of some influence in the 
Middle East. Will they extend their 
precarious hold on _ those two 
countries (no one knows how long 
Anglo-American troops will remain 
there) by taking the logical next 
step of guaranteeing  Israel’s 
frontiers so that she may remain a 


Western influence 
against the encroachment of 
Nasserism, the obvious tool of 
Russian imperialism ? Or will they 
continue what has proved so often 
to be the disastrous policy of 
appeasing the Arabs at  Israel’s 


bastion of 


expense ? 


However little she may like to 
commit herself, it is obvious that 
Israel belongs to the Western orbit 
and for her (if indeed for any 
country) neutrality is not a prac- 
ticable policy. There seems, there- 
fore, to be a contradiction between 
Mrs. Meir’s appeal to Mr. 


Khruschev to persuade Nasser to ; 


enter into negotiations with her 
and her simultaneous demand for 
arms and a guarantee of Israel's 
frontiers from the Western- Powers. 
Surely it would be far better to 
achieve the latter objective and 
then to try for the former. When 
the West has re-established a solid 
claim to the respect of the Arabs 
by standing up to Iagsser's subver- 
sion and aggression It can begin to 
bargain with Nasser and his sup- 
porters. Until then the Arabs will 
have no confidence that the Western 
Powers intend to retain. their 
influence in the face of Russian 
encroachments and will not agree 
to negotiate with Israel except on 
their own impossible terms. 


CALL FOR PEACE 


For several weeks past 
archbishops and bishops of the: 
Anglican Communion have been 
meeting at the Lambeth Conference 
in London. At the opening of this 
important religious gathering the 
Chief Rabbi sent on behalf of the 
Jewish community a message of 
warm good wishes for the success 


of their.efforts to promote spiritual 


and moral values throughout the 
world. In a reply expressing his 
gratitude and appreciation — the 
Archbishop of Canterbury referred 
to his communion’s “ thankfulness 
that between the Jewish community 
and ourselves there is such mutual 
understanding and a true sense of 
brotherhood in God.” This com- 
prehensiveness of outlook has 
found further notable utterance in 
an interim statement issued by the 
Lambeth Conference this week. 
The archbishops and __ bishops 
declare: “We who represent many 
countries and peoples have found 
a unity which helps us to transcend 
our differences; and because we 
believe that God is the Father of 
all men we speak not only to our 
fellow Christians but to all who 
will listen to us.” It is significant 
that this statement dealt with those 
problems of war and peace which 
must be the concern of all right- 
minded persons—and particularly 
of religious believers—at this time 
of international crisis, A fine plea 
is made by the Anglican leaders: 
“We call on people of all faiths, 
and those who lead them, to work 
and pray persistently for the 
development of a community of 
peoples wherein, with whatever 
limitations of national sovereignty 
may be necessary, all shall live 
under the rule of law.” More than 
ever in these days of tension, Jews 
should be foremost in advancing 
those principles of peace between 
all men and nations which the 
Hebrew prophets first proclaimed 
to the’ world and which now as 
always constitute the very essence 
of our religious faith. The fact 
that Israel and her neighbour States 
are so much in the centre of the 
present international scene only 
makes this duty the more compel- 
ling and urgent. It is good to know 
that Jews are uniting with those of 
other religious faiths to meet the 
present challenge, and we wish God- 
speed in their noble endeavours to 
the present Pillar of Peace mission 
to the. Holy Land.

ELECTIONS TO DEPUTIES’ COMMITTEE 


To the Editor of THe JewisH CHRONICLE committee.) Education Commiltt© 


Sin,—When the result of the elec- 
tions to Committees of the Board was 
published in 1955 you allowed me to 
provide an analysis of the returns 1° 
the light of the circular (known as 
“The Whip”) which was issued by 
the Zionist Progressive Group. Your 


readers may like to have a similar 


analysis of the recent elections, which, 
as in 1955, was preceded by a circular 
over. the names of the eight leading 
members of the Group, to which was 
appended a list of recommended can- 
didates for all committees, 


Altogether, there were 188 nomina- 
tions for the 112 seats on the nine 
committees. The Whip of the Group 
put forward 97 names of favoured 
Deputies, of whom 69 were success- 
ful. It follows that 61 per cent of the 
vacancies were taken by those recom- 
mended by the Group, and 71 per 
cent of the names actually put for- 
ward in the list affixed to the circular.

while the details of this law are 
ny and complex, the general 
commandment 1s categorical and 
vite clear. The land is to have a 


sabbath once every seven years in 


the same way as the Jew himself 
rests every Seventh day. The law 
of Shmitta took effect, as is clear 
from the Torah, only after the 
Jewish people had entered Israel and 
the land had been divided among 
them by Joshua, and it is from that 
year that the seven-year cycles are 
counted. It is of interest that it is 
possible to determine whether any 
one year is in fact a Shmitta year 
by seeing whether the number of 
the year is divisible by seven. This 
is a useful fact, but quite accidental. 

Shmitta is one of those command- 
ments for which the Torah not only 
mentions the reward of observance 
but also the. penalty for its breach. 
The Mishna (Aboth v, Mishna 9) 
tells us that “Captivity comes to 
the world for four things—idolatry,

immorality, murder, and the neg- 
lect of the year of rest.” Neglect 
of the law of Shmitta is here placed 
on the same level as the three car- 


dinal prohibitions, which are among 


the seven which apply even to. the 
sons of Noah, and its gravity is 
thereby clearly indicated. Several 
sins brought about the destruction 
of the First Temple, and the neglect 
of Shmitta by the Jewish people was 
one of them (II Chronicles xxxvi, 
19-21). 


From the time of Ezra and the 


return of the Jews to their land 
‘Shmitta was in fact observed almost 
without a break to the present day. 
It seems as if the Jews, after the 
terrible experience of the destruc- 
tion of the First Temple and the 
Babylonian exile, realised that if the 
punishment® for the neglect of 
Shmitta was severe, then the 
reward for its observance must also 
be on a grand scale. 


Fulfilling the Mitzva 


The mitzva of Shmitta is not an 
easy one, and the Torah anticipated 


‘the apparently unanswerable ques- 


tion that the Jews would ask. 
‘** What shall we eat ?” is the eternal 
cry, and the Torah answers by say- 
ing: “I will command My blessing 
upon you.” God tells us ‘that: if 
we can muster the moral strength 
to keep this mitzva then He will 


thus direct the course of nature that — 


the produce of the sixth year shall 
suffice for the seventh and even the 
beginning of the eighth. ) 
At no time was it easy to fulfil 
the mitzva of Shmitta, yet Jews 
willingly accepted serious hardships 


of the

in order to observe the sabbath of 
the land. The only circumstances 
which, according to the rabbis of 
the time, justified some relaxation 
strictness of the law 
were those where foreign rulers 
demanded, on pain severe 
penalties, the payment of levies and 
taxes which could not be paid if 
the land were to be left fallow. On 
the other hand, history records 
that the Jews asked Alexander the 
Great to waive taxes and tributes 
during the Shmitta year, and thaf 
he granted this request. We aiso 
know that in the reign of Julius 
Cesar the Jews were freed from the 


obligation to pay taxes during 
Shmitta year. 
It is undoubtedly difficult to 


observe the law of Shmitta in all 
its details un@er modern conditions 
in present-day Israel. Yet, as in 
5705 and again in 5712, the settle- 
ments of Poale Agudat Israel are 
now preparing to do just that, and 
modern science js helping them to 


_ keep an ancient Biblical command- 


ment. A method of plant cultiva- 
tion known as hydroponics has been 
developed by them, with the active 
help and co-operation of the Israeli 
Ministry of Agriculture and the 
Settlement Department of the 
Jewish Agency. Hydroponics, or 
gravel culture, is in fact soil-less 
agriculture, and because it is 
independent of the soil itis per- 
mitted during the Shmitta year. The 
plants—a wide variety, including 


- tomatoes, lettuce, and all kinds of 


vegetables—are grown in shallow 
troughs of concrete or asbestos 
filled with special gravel. Water 
containing essential nutrient chemi- 


cals is periodically pumped into 
these troughs, and drained out 
again when the solutions need to 
be regenerated. The amount of 
water required for this method of 
cultivation is only a fraction of that 
which would be necessary to sustain 
growth of the plants in a similar 
area of soil, and, furthermore, the 
vields are considerably higher, in 
some cases as much as five or six 
times as high. Also the time 
required for the plants to mature 
is shorter, thus making more inten- 
sive cultivation possible. 

This method, pioneered in Israel 
by the religious settlemen‘s of Poale 
Agudat Israel to help them to miti- 
gate the effects of allowing their 


land to lie fallow, is now. being. 


intensively studied for application 
in the Negev, where water is short 
and the soil will not support any 
plant life of value at all. 


Observing Tradition 


It would be idle to suppose that 
by the use of this expedient all 
hardship will be avoided during the 
Shmitta year and the months fol- 
lowing it, but, then, it has’ always 
been a hardship to keep this com- 
mandment. Yet it is good and 
reassuring to know that the tradi- 
tion, unbroken since the times of 
Ezra, of letting the land lie fallow 
in the seventh year is not to be 
broken in modern Israel. This 
application of twentieth-century 
science and technology to the 
resolution of apparent conflicts 
between the law of the Torah and 
modern civilisation is a pointer to 
the future. If this trend gathers 
momentum it may well be that, in 
some instances, it will be easier than 


it has ever been to fulfil the com- 


mandments of the Torah.

A FRIEND INDEED

“Joint.” In. 1947. the . “ Joint” 
spent nearly $70,000,000. And 
,again one cannot help but empha- 


sise the warm response of American 


Jewry on these tragic occasions. 
While in some of the annual 
budgets the “Joint” was faced 
with a deficit, in the years following 
the First and Second World Wars, 
the annual budgets showed a 
higher income than expenditure. 
At first the activities of the 


“Joint” can truly claim to be 
world-wide. Among the_ recent 
appeals for immediate aid were 
those from Hungarian-Jewish refu- 
gees, and from the many thousands 
of Jews expelled, and penniless, 
from Egypt. Between November, 


1956, and February, 1957, a total 


of 170,000 Hungarians fled from 
their country, 18,000 of them Jews. 
Nearly all of the latter received 
aid from the “Joint,” and about

Organisation were carried on from 
New York. But this soon proved 
impracticable, and special centres 
were established in Europe. After 
the Second World War Paris 
became its headquarters. But early 
this summer these were transferred 
to Geneva, a step which may have 


been necessitated by the free 
currency regulations existing in 
Switzerland, but also because 


Geneva has become today the 
centre of over a hundred various 
international organisations, with 
some of which the “ Joint” has to 
be in close touch in order to fulfil 
its vast tasks. 7 


A visit to its new offices, situated 
only a minute or so from the main 
synagogue and not far from the 
Geneva Jewish Community Centre, 
is an instructive experience. It is 
like visiting a laboratory in which 
the various ailments of the Jewish 
people are carefully examined by 
experts, and cures devised. And the 
ailments are still many. Appeals 
for help continue to pour in from 
many Jewish communities all over 
the globe. For of the Jewish 
Organisations existence the 


2,000 still living jn Austria con- 
tinue to depend on its assistance. 
It may strike one as surprising 
to learn from reliable data col- 
lected in the “Joint’s” offices in 


Geneva, that the Jewish community 


in Italy is the poorest in Europe. 
The over 4,000 Jews in the Rome 
ghetto live in congested conditions, 
surpassing those of any other 
people in the country. Nearly all 
of them have to rely on some assis- 
tance from the “Joint.” In France 
some 14,000 Jews, many of them 
expelled from Egypt, are in need of 
aid. And in the former French 
North African areas tens of thou- 


sands continue to rely on assis-. 


tance, economic as well as cultural 
and medical, from the “Joint.” 
One-third of Moroccan Jewry— 
about 60,000 men, women, and 
children—received some form of 
help from. the “ Joint” in the past 
year. In Tunisia, out of an esti- 
mated Jewish population of 75,000, 
“Joint” agencies today provide 
help for more than 22,000 persons. 
And in Algiers, many thousands 
are in need of aid. Over 6,000 
lews are receiving food under a 


Joint ” feeding programme 
carried on in Persia, and some 
10,000 are receiving medical care. 
Even in the Scandinavian countries, 
economically the most sound and 
prosperous, the “Joint” has still 
to aid hundreds of Jews, most of 


them refugees who arri@d there 


during or after the war. 


_“Joint’s” endeavour is _ not 
limited to the Diaspora alone. In 


Israel it carries out its humanitarian 


work through the Malben organi- 
sation, which cares for the aged, 
sick, and infirm among the new- 
comers. It should also be men- 
tioned that out of the nearly 
1,000,000 new emigrants who went 
to Israel during the past ten years, 
more than 600,000, principally from 


Europe and the Moslem countries, © 


were helped by. the “ Joint.”

_ It would be a mistake to suppose 
that the constructive work of the 
“Joint” is limited to economic 
assistance only. In the operational 
headquarters in Geneva there have 
now been set up, under the manage- 


ment of its General Director, Mr. 


Charles Jordan, separate depart- 
ments for cultural and educational 
help, for social services and health, 
and for community development. 
In all these spheres a lively activity 


is carried on in the Jewish com- 


munities in the Diaspora as well as 
in Israel. It was quite a revelation 
to me, for instance, to learn that 
among its educational activities is 
the partial care of over 6,000 
Yeshiva students in religious col- 
leges in Israel and the Diaspora. 


Which of the Jewish communi- 
ties has received the largest sum 
in “Joint” aid? Looking through 
the list I found that Israel has 
received nearly $90,000,000, while 
the Jewish communities in Poland 
and Hungary have been aided, 
between October; ©1914, and 
December, 1957, with amounts of 
over $52,000,000 each. Austria 
and Germany received, during the 
same period, less than $40,000,000 
each, and the Jewish community in 
France just over $35,000,000. 

There have been many philan- 
thropic organisations, communal as 
well as those created by individuals, 
in the long history of the Jewish 


people. Among the private charities, 


the most famous and perhaps the 
largest was the. legacy of Baron de 
Hirsch of about £20,000,000, But 
there have been none which could 
claim even remote comparison with 
the “Joint.” Its constructive assis- 
tance on a vast international scale 
is work of a truly humanitarian 
nature. It is also a living monu- 


ment to the warmhearted generositv 
of American Jewry.

OSCAR PHILIPP 


HEN a man retires after 
VV a business career 

of obvious success and, 
more important, earning the repu- 
tation of using his substance in 
seeking out means of doing good, 
it is not unknown for some kind of 
‘public tribute to be paid to his 
work. The _ friends of Oscar 


Philipp, who on Thursday next 


leaves London to settle in Geneva, 
were desirous of honouring him 
with a farewell reception, but were 
met with the adamant refusal of the 
intended guest-of-honour to be 
present. 
The incident is in keeping with 
Oscar Philipp’s career. Modest 


No long string of public “offices has 
attached to his name ; cheerful but 
not effusive, retiring but yet 
deliberate, short of stature but not 
unnoticed, he might be mistaken 
for a spectator rather than a par- 
ticipant. In fact, he has always 
taken part in Jewish life and with 
a strong sense of purpose. — 
Oscar Isaac Philipp was born in 
Wansbech, Germany, in 1887, and 
came to this country 22 years later, 
He is the head of a firm of metal 
merchants and refiners of world- 
wide ramifications. He is an 
observant Jew and his religion js 
the mainspring of his approach to 
life. Knowledge of Jewish litera- 
ture goes hand in hand with a 
familiarity with European culture ; 


the discipline of Jewish observance 


stimulates an ethical outlook. The 
personality of such a man ts a living 
refutation of those who, through 
ignorance, suggest that Orthodox 
Judaism cannot form a basis for a 
free life in the Western world. 


* * 


The offices which Oscar Philipp 
has held are not numerous. For a 
time he was Joint Treasurer of 
Jews’ College, and he held a similar 
office in the London Board for 
Jewish Religious Education. One 
might have expected a man of his 
religious idealism and love of 
Jewish culture to have found ample 
satisfaction in those positions, but 
perhaps the limitations of the more 
conventional sections of Anglo- 
Jewish institutionalism gave insuffi- 
cient scope for his creativity. That 
he undoubtedly found in the Bachad 
Fellowship, of which he was Chair- 
man from its inception in 1942. 

It required courage in the dark 
days of the war to plan ahead for 
young Jewish refugees and to 
foresee a future in agricultural 
colonisation by Jews living accord- 
ing to the letter and spirit of 
traditional -Judaism. The eighth 
and most meritorious degree of 
charity, according to Maimonides, 
is to anticipate charity by prevent- 
ing poverty—e.g., by teaching a 
reduced fellow-man a trade or 
putting him in the way of business. 
Oscar Philipp was one of the small 
band who put that kind of ideal 
into practice. 

Another institution to which he 
is greatly attached and which he 
has readily helped is the Manchester 
Institute of Jewish Studies, by 
which he will be remembered in 
particular for having laid the 
foundation of its library. ) 

To a recently published book 
which is evocative of the outlook 
of the religious Jew a_ learned 
author has given the title “ Prayer, 
Humility, and Compassion.” It 
would be high praise indeed to 
describe a man as characterised by 
any one of these attributes. Oscar 
Philipp is honoured among. those 
who know him because, while a 
man of the world, all three have 
been interwoven in his life, and his 
praises would have been sung 
among a far wider circle had not

A SATISFACTORY YEAR 
MR. KENNETH MOORE'S REVIEW 


The Annual General Mecting of Hovis- 
McDougall Limited was held on July 31 
in London, 


Mr. Kenneth -Moore, F.C.A. (the 


Chairman), who presided, said: 

The Accounts presented to you today 
reflect the results of the first full trading 
following the merger of the Hovis 
and McDougall businesses which, you 
will remember, became legally ‘effective 
on January 1, 1957. 


As you will have seen from the 

Directors’ Report the combined - profits 
of the Company and of its subsidiaries 
for the year ended March 31, 1958, 
amounted, before taxation, to rather 
more than £1,800,000 and were thus 
handsomely in excess of the figure of 
about £1,300,000 mentioned in the 
merger proposals as some guide to the 
aggregate annual rate of profit: of the 
companies within the Group. 
- The higher level of profits achieved 
during the past year is the outcome. of 
a variety. of factors of which the fol- 
lowing are the more important: 

(1) The more effective co-ordination 
of mill production within the Group, 
which was one of the main.gbjectives 
of the merger, has played its part.->~ 

(2) The profits of non-milling sub- 
sidiaries, taken a whole, have 
increased. They make a- substantial 
contribution to the total. 

(3) We were spared a recurrence of 
the losses on wheat stocks and other 
repercussions of the Suez affair. 

(4) . Profit margins on baker’s white 
flour, which at times have been at a low 
and uneconomic level, improved during 
the year to something more _ nearly 
approaching a commercial return on the 
capital employed. 

Nevertheless, trading conditions during 
the. year were highly competitive and 
wages and distribution. costs continued 
to show a rising tendency although at 
a lesser rate than previously. Expendi- 
ture on advertising and sales promotion 
was at a high level. 


We have not been without our prob- 
lems, of course, but .it is fair to Say 
that, on the whole, the companies within 
the Group have produced more satis- 
factory results than at one time might 
reasonably have been anticipated. 


ALLOCATION OF TRADING 
PROFITS 


It is interesting to see what happens 
to the Trading Profits. I need. hardly 
say that the Tax Gatherer takes the 
lion’s share, namely, £1,026,000 out of 
a total of £1,825,000, or roughly 56 per 
cent. This leaves per cent for the 
stockholders.

I may mention that under the recent 
Budget proposals, taxation on compan 
profits for the current financial year will, 
for the first time for a number of years, 
be divorced from dividend policy and 
will be at the flat rate of 524 per cent, 
namely, income tax at 8s. 6d. in the £ 
representing 424 per cent and _ profits 
tax at 10 per cent, This figure of 524 per 


cent compares with 56 per cent in our 
case for the past financial year but, 
though it is a move in the right direc- 
lion, taxation on this scale continues to 
be a factor limiting growth and develop- 
ment. Incidentally, since the State, as a 
Sleeping-Partner, providing capital 
and taking no risks, automatically draws 
out more than half the profits of com- 
mercial enterprise, one wonders why any 
politician ever harbours thoughts about 
nationalisation, 

The fact that we have been able on 
this occasion to plough-in rather more 
than £480,000 has improved the over-all 
financial position of the Group. In fact, 
you will see from’ the Consolidated 
Balance-Sheet that the excess of current 
assets over. current liabilities — has 
increased by about £500,000 as compared 
with the corresponding figure at March 
31, 1957. In all the circumstances, your 
directors have felt able to recommend a 
higher dividend than that. foreshadowed 
when we met last year. 


CURRENT YEAR’S PROSPECTS 


You will expect me, no doubt, to say 
something of .the _prospects for the 
urrent year. I can only say that, in 
the first four months already elapsed, 


profits have been running at a satisfac- 
tory level but, Fatt campetition becoming 
more. severe and Having regard to the 
confused international 
situation, it would be unwise for.me-is 
express an opinion as to how we are 
likely to fare during the remainder of 
the year. You may rest assured, how- 
ever, that we will do our best to overcome 
such problems as. may arise and to 
further the sales of our products and in 


particular those of our two main: pro- 


prietary products, namely, Hovis Flour 
to the Bakery Trade who bake the well- 
known Hovis Bread, and McDougall’s 
Sclf-Raising Flour sold through the 
Grocery Trade to the housewife for home 
cooking. By reason of their consistently 
high quality, both are appreciated and 
demanded by the public in good times 
and bad. 


I take this opportunity of referring to 
the offer recently made to acquire the 
Preference Shares of Hovis Limited—a 
tidying-up operation which is desirable 
from several points of view. So far 
acceptances have been received repre- 
senting well over 80 per cent of the 
total issue and we have reason to i 
that the offer will shortly become fully 
effective. 


Finally, I should like to express a 
word of thanks to my colleagues on the 
various Boards and to our staff and 
employees throughout the Group for 
their part in producing such excellent 
results. -I am sure you will wish to 
join me in conveying a mesage of thanks 
to all concerned, 

] may mention that Mr. J. F. Morton 
has, at his own request, today retired 
from the Board of Hovis Limited on 
grounds of age after serving the Company 
for over sixty-nine years—a remarkable 
record which is unlikely ever again to 
be equalled. He remains in touch with 
our affairs as President and a director 
of this Comoniy and it will be the wish 
of all stockholders to take this oppor- 
tunity of extending to him our best 
wishes and our thanks and appreciation 
of his outstanding services to Hovis 
Limited over so long a period.

About Books 


A MAN BELOVED 


Memories of Sir Wyndham Deedes. 
Edited by ELATH, NORMAN 
BentwicH, and Doris May. Victor 
Gollancz in association with the 
Anglo-lsrael Association. 12s. 6d.

This slim volume of under a 
hundred pages is dedicated to one of 
the most remarkable men of our 
times. He went all his life without 
a wife and without luxury: he could 
do with little food or sleep: he was 
indifferent to renown. Yet he had a 
wemarkable career, as a regular army 
officer, as an officer of the Turkish 
Gendarmerie before World War I, 
as head of the Political Intelligetice 
Department at General Allenby’s 
headquarters in Palestine, and subse- 
quently as the first Chief Secretary of 
its .civil Government. 

He devoted the rest of his life, 
from 1923 to 1956, doing social 
service in the East End of London, 
cared for in the earlier years by his 


old mother, herself a remarkable 
rsonality. During World War Il 
became Regional Information 


Officer for London, Chief Warden of 
the Bethnal Green Civil Defence. and, 


at the same time, broadcast twice a 


week to Turkey in Turkish. 

_ After the war he founded Palestine 
House (in the building in Manchester 
Square that became the Israeli 
Legation in 14948) and, later, the 
Anglo-Israel Association. A_ full 
account of the first part of his life 
is given in Mrs. Gladys Bendit’s 
book, “ Deedes Bey” (written under 
the pseudonym of John Presland). 
When once I casually asked him 


what he thought of it, he said: “I’ve

never read it.” So much for his 
interest in renown! 

A devout churchman, Wyndham 
Deedes was a_ present-day saint. 
When old and sick himself, living in 
a boarding house at Hythe, he 
regularly visited the blind and the 
invalids in his neighbourhood. They 
talked easily to him and felt the 
better for it. 


Such a varied life and complex 


character has been described in the 


present volume by seventeen different 
people, all of whom caught some 
glimpse of his shining spirit. Among 
them are Sir Lewis Namier, the 
historian; Mr. Isaac Ben-Zvi, a 
member of the Advisory Council in 
Palestine, 1920-22, 
dent of Israel; Mr. Isaac Abbady, 
who served on Sir Wyndham’s staff in 
Palestine; Mrs. Chaim Weizmann, 
widow of the First President. of 


‘Israel ; Mr. William F. Deedes, M.P., 


his nephew ; Sir Ernest Barker, of the 
National Council of Social Service ; 
Miss Jane Levy, who knew Sir 
Wyndham in Bethnal Green; Sir 
Ernest Gowers, former London 
Commissioner for Civil 
Defence ; Mr. Eliahu Elath, the Israeli 
Ambassador in London; and Miss 
Nancy Mackinnon, who has been for 
many years Secretary of the Anglo- 
Israel Association. 

Deedes’s own views about himself 
are tinged with pessimism: “A 
melancholy haunts me: always has. 
Failure is the one word I associate 
with my life.” But Wyndham Deedés- 
was no failure. On the contrary, he 
was the living embodiment of the 
spirit triumphant. And for this all 
of us who knew him loved him 
deeply.

Poland in the seventeenth century ; 


_a ghetto in the grip of fear and super- 


stition; the stench of mysticism ; 
the desolation and depravity of 
pogrom; a crazed and_= sadistic 
ambassador of the (false) Messiah. 
Such is the atmosphere of “ Satan 
in Goray,” first published in Yiddish 
twenty years ago. Enough? Not, 
apparently, for this author. He has 
black magic tg describe, a beautiful 
woman to rape; a savage civilisation 
to parody, a dybbuk to exorcise— 
there is a strong dose of each, all in 
the span Of a brief novel redone for 


‘the English reader by Jacob Sloan in 


scholarly, translucent ‘prose. 

How farcical, are they not, the 
laints of those apprentices who 
oudly bewail the paucity of themes 
to challenge the Jewish writer! There 
is more action in this book than in 
“War and Peace,” though it is barely 
a tenth the size, It tells the story of 
a Jewish towpship racked in the 
agonies that followed the Hetman 
fiiassacres at the end of the Thirty 
Years War, when portents are seen in 
the heavens confirming a_ general 
belief in the early arrival of the 
Messiah. Sabbatai Zevi’s adherents 


in Goray set up a society that micht.. 


well have provided the insptfation 
for Aleister Crowley ip ou? own day, 


denied, 


and when the imposture is exposed we 
observe how terrible can be the con- 
sequences of disillusionment. 

The style is epic, as behoves the 
subject. It is am tdea dreamed up by 
an artist, and so executed as to convey 
a highly individual. impression of the 
retribution of sin. 

What the novel aches for, and js 
is the establishment of a 
human situation. The omission is 
serious, for deprived of adequate 
characterisation the effect 
spine-chiller drawn in a succession of 
descriptive flashes. Just imagine 
Milton’s “ Paradise Lost” treated in 
cartoon strip ! | 

Isaac Bashevis Singer is one of two 
literary brothers well known to the 
Yiddish-reading public’ jn Britain 
and America. He has seen the vast 
artistic possibilities in the medieval 
ghetto, as this novel demonstrates. 
What a pity, then, that the erudition 
which made the book possible was 
unequal to the implications of the 
story. 

As a result, we dislike every one 
of Goray’s wretched denizens, and we 
put the novel down with the 
uncomfortable feeling that we have 
been bored. :

PERPLEXED JEWESS 


Rahel Varnhagen: The Life of a 
Jewess. By HANNAH ARENDT. Pub- 
lications of the Leo Baeck Institute 
of Jews from Germany. East and 
West Library. 21s.

Siegmund Kaznelson, in the intro- 
ductory chapter to his book, “* Beet- 


hoven’s ferne und unsterbliche 
Geliebte (Beethoven's distant, 
immortal beloved), says: “ Rahel’s 


attitude to Judaism has been a source 
of much’ controversy; «Jewish 
historians and critics, particularly, 
have contributed to a wrong picture 
by presenting her, a conscious proud 
Jewess, as one holding Judaism in 
contempt.” Now Hannah Arendt 
presents her “Life of a Jewess”’ by 
following “as closely as possible the 
course of Rahel’s own reflections upon 
herself.” What emerges from. her 
letters and diaries is the picture of a 
woman, unsure of herself in the newly 
found freedom, regarding her Jewish 
birth as a handicap and misfortune 
almost to her end—but never denying 
it, in spite of her baptism. 

Rahel Levin was born in Berlin in 
1771 the  post-Mendelssohnian 
period of social transition. How she 
became, without the aid of wealth, 
education. or even beauty, the centre 
of a famous salon in which the most 
distinguished intellects of her time 
met (the Humboldt brothers, 


Friedrich von Schlegel, Ludwig Tieck, 


Jean Paul Richter, Friedrich Gentz, 
Schleiermacher, Prince Louis Ferdi- 
nand of Prussia and many others), has 
been a source of speculation ever 
since. 


Recognising Genius 


She may not have been a 
creative thinker, but she had the 
supreme gift of recognising genius 
when she met it. The fact that she 
was among the first fully to appre- 
ciate Goethe’s. greatness well 
known; deeply penetrating 
remarks on Wilhelm Meister” show 
a ready insight which many a 
“student of literature” may envy. 
After her marriage (in 1819) to Varn- 
hagen she was the centre of a second 
salon which this time included Eduard 
Gans, Karl Ludwig Borne, 
above all. Heinrich Heine. 

Rahel attracted the bést minds of 
her time through her own lively mind 
—but her attraction as 4 woman was 
less assured. Two broken engage- 
ments preceded her late marriage to 
Varnhagen, and the nostalgic reader 
of the many great names which sur- 
rounded her is alarmed at the frequent 
references in her letters to loneliness 
and desperation. Her personal fate 
reflects the perplexities of her time: 


Jews being accepted for a time in a 


changing society “ which pretended to 
treat assimilated Jews as if they were 
not Jews” and having to take a stand 


In the face of ever latent antisemitism 


and, after the War of Liberation 
(1813-15), of open antisemitic riots. 

Rahel’s last known _ utterance: 
The thing which all my life seemed 
to me the greatest shame, which was 
the misery and misfortune of my life 
~—-having been born a Jewess—this | 
shouJd on no account now wish 
have missed!” shows a Doble soul 
reconciled to her fare fh the end—a 
conscious, proud Jewess.

VEGETABLE MARROWS 


Stewed Marrow 


A medium-size marrow, stock or 
water, + pt.; margarine, 2 flour, 
1 oz.; 2 or 3 tomatoes ; 2 medium- 
size onions. 

PEEL, seed, and cut the marrow into 
small pieces. Skin and slice the toma- 
toes, peel and chop the onions. Melt 
the margarine in a saucepan, put in 
onions and tomatoes, cover and cook 


gently for 10 minutes, stirfing once or 


twice, then pour over the boiling 
stock (or watet), add the marrow, and 
salt to taste. Cover and cook gently, 
till tender, about 20 minutes. Pour 
off the liquid into a small Saucepan, 
add the flour blended with cold water, 
and stir till boiling ; season with salt 
and pepper and simmer for 2 or 3 
minutes. Turn the marrow into a hot 
dish and pour the sauce over. 


Marrow Curry and Sausages 


Marrow, 1 lb. (after peeling and. 
seeding) ; tomatoes, 4 Ib. ; small cook- 
medium-size onion; 
margarine, 1 oz.; flour, 1 oz.; curry 
powder, teaspoonfuls: liquid 
vegetable extract, 1 teaspoonful ;

Fried Marrow 


Peel and seed the marrow and cut 
into small cubes. Peel and _ thinly 
Melt a little 
dripping in a frying-pan and ‘fry the 
marrow and onions over a gentle heat 
till tender and golden brown. Sprinkle 
with salt and pepper before serving. 


Stuffed Marrow 


PEEL the marrow, cut in halves 
lengthways, and remove the seeds. 
Fill each cavity with whatever stuffing 


is being used, put the two pieces 


together and tie round with tape. 
Place on a greased tin, spread liber- 
ally with dripping or margarine and 
bake in a moderate oven for 14 hours, 
basting from time to time. 


Suggested Mixtures for Stuffing. 


(1) Any kind of cooked minced 
meat, mixed with.half the quantity of 
fresh breadcrumbs, add a tablespoon- 
ful each of finely chopped onion and 
parsley and a little piquant sauce, 
bind with beaten egg or thick brown 
gravy. 

(2) As above but use sausagemeat 
and mashed potatoes, in place of meat 
and breadcrumbs. 

(3) Boil 1 Ib. of onions until nearl 
tender, then chop coarsely, mix wit 


4 pt. of fresh breadcrumbs that have 


been soaked in hot milk and 2 tea- 
spoonfuls of powdered sage. Season 
with salt and pepper. 

(4) Cooked rice to which add 2 or 3 
skinned and chopped tomatoes and a 
little chopped parsley and onion, 2 
or 3 tablespoonfuls of grated cheese 
and 1-2 oz. of melted margarine.

| small cemetery—I /24th of an acre 


—satisfied their requirements for 
48 years until the ground at Echo- 
bank . was’ purchased. However, 
those who formed the small con- 
gregation were alive to their 
position as Jews in the capital city 
of Scotland. 

Here it might be convenient to 
try to identify a few of the original 
members. 

Herman (or Heyman) Lyon, a 
“dentist and corn-operator,” pur- 
chased in 1795 a burial ground 
which is shown on the Ordnance 
Survey map of 1852, and is marked 
“ Jews’ Burial Vault.” A part of it 
is identifiable about fifty feet from 
the North. Wall surrounding the 
Observatory. 

Philip Levy was one of the oldest 
members of the congregation and 
one of its leaders ; he died in 1862. 
He was a furrier and obviously an 
active and highly esteemed trades- 
man. His honourable status as a 
merchant in the city may be 
deduced from the fact that in 1825 
his firm, P. Levy & Co., were 
“Furriers to His Majesty.” 


Jacob Ashenheim, another of the 


oldest. members of the congrega- 
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tion, married to Malky Aaron in 


1813, had two: sons, Lewis and 
Charles, and two daughters, Jane 
and Hannah. Both sons graduated 
as { Doctor of Medicine” and both 
emigrated, Lewis to Falmouth, 
Jamaica, and Charles to New South 
Wales. 

Michael Hanneman, one of the 
Trustees of the Congregation asso- 
ciated with the purchase of Braid 
rae cemetery jn 1820, died in 

61. 

‘These are only a few of the 
members who came to form the 
first community of Jews in Edin- 
burgh early in the nineteenth cen- 
tury. There were almost certainly 
many whom we have not been able 
to identify. The directories of the 
period record no more than ten 
per cent of the total population of 
the city, and newcomers would 
probably proceed quietly and 
unobtrusively to get themselves. 
settled in business before seeking 
entry into the directory or other- 
wise calling attention to their 
activities. 

The main stream of Jewish immi- 
gration into this country in the 
early years of the century was 
directed to the ports of England 
and centred mainly on_ the 
Metropolis. The journey from 
London to Edinburgh in thé early 
1800s involved three or four days’ 
of uncomfortable and sometimes 
risky travel. A few adventurous 
Spirits made the journey from 


England, but most of the new 


arrivals came through the Port of 
Leith, and together they founded 
the Edinburgh Jewish community.

Special 
courses are organised for workers with 
at least two years’ forestry experience. 
Training schools are provided by the 
Forestry Commission for potential 
foresters, young men from 19 to 
25; they must have .passes at the 
ordinary level of the G.C.E. in three 
subjects, including English and 
mathematics, and at least two years’ 
experience of forestry work. 

Forest officers in the Forestry Com- 
mission or in the Overseas Civil Ser- 
vice take degree courses in forestry at 
Oxford, Edinburgh, Aberdeen univer- 
sities, and Bangor University College, 
North Wales.

SEGAL WINS TWICE 


Successes at British Games

Dave Segal was in excellent form 
at the British Games and Britain v. 


Empire and Commonwealth match, at 


the White City last week-end. 

He won the 220 yards twice—in the 
match in 21.4 seconds, and in the 
invitation event in 21.3 seconds. Day, 
of South Africa, was second on both 
occasions. Segal came second in an 
invitation 100 yards. race, in 98 
seconds, the winner being Agostini, of 
Canada, in the same time. 

Martin Hyman again confirmed his 
ranking as one of Britain’s outstand- 
ing long-distance runners by finishing 
second in the six miles, in 28 minutes 
43.2 seconds, ten seconds slower than 
the winner, Merriman, of Wales.

Francis Rundall, according to a 
usually well-informed souree. A 
Foreign Ministry spokesman con- 


firmed that the meeting took place at 
the Ambassador’s request but refused 
to disclose the subjects discussed or 
the outcome of the talk. The spokes- 
man also said that Mr. Ben-Gurion 
conferred with the U.S.A. Ambassador. 

In her Note the Sovict Union 


alleged that by allowing American 


and British aircraft to fly over her 
territory towards Jordan and_ the 
Lebanon, Israel “ bears direct respon- 
sibility for aggravating the Middle 
East tension which could degenerate 
into conflict fraught with extremely 
grave consequences for the national 
interests of Isracl.” 

This Note was discussed by. the 
Israeli Cabinet at its meeting on Sun- 
day, when Mr. Ben-Gurion gave a 
report On the latest Middle East 
developments. Mr. Ben-Gurion 
promised his Cabinet colleagues that 
he would show them his reply to the 
Russian Note before dispatching it to 
Moscow. 

When Israel first gave permission 
for the British airlift it was believed 
that British troops were going into

Save King  Hussein’s 
régime as part of an Anglo-American. 
plan to stop Nasser’s advance. This 
has been shown to be untrue. At 
present Israelis feel that thev have 
been embroiled in a difficult situation 
by Britain and have received nothing 
in return for it. The statement made 
by Earl Attlee in the House of Lords 
that, from purely British interests, 
the creation of a. Jewish National 
Home had been a mistake. has not 
lessened the. Israelis’ grievances. 

Negotiations for the purchase of 
arms from Britain continue, but so 
far Britain has made no commitment. 
Israel is also pressing the United 
States for arms but the State Depart- 
ment js showing reluctance to grant 
the request. The Americans argue 
that Israel is, at the moment, strong 
enough to withstand the Arabs, and in 
any case she can purchase arms from 
other countries, 

A firm commitment, such as has 
been granted by the United States to 
Turkey, is being sought by the Israeli 
Government from the State Depart- 
ment. It is felt that the Eisenhower 
Doctrine is important but does not 
go far enough.

An American tyre factory is being 
built in Morocco in an effort to break 
the boycott imposed on the company’s

During the trial here of ten former 
Nazi officers charged with responsi- 
bility for the execution of over 5,000 
Jews in Lithuania in 1941, Ona 
Sinkuniene, a Lithuanian woman now 
living in Canada, alleged that Pranas 
Lukys, alias Jakys, the former head 
of the Lithuanian security police at 
Krottingen, had been responsible for 
the murder of many so-called Com- 
munists as well as Jewish women and 
children. 

Eugen Ombrenski, a former police 
officer at Tilsit, told the court about 
the executions of Jewish women and 
children at Georgenburg. He stated 
that the Lithuanian members of the 
execution squad had usually been 
made drunk by the Gestapo before 
the executions. 

Alphons Uselis,- a Lithuanian 
engineer now living in New York,

described the execution of Jews at 
Vevierzinie. The Jewish men of the 
village had been shot first. Then the 
women and children had been arrested 


and detained for several weeks before 


being shot by members of the Lithu- 
anian security police. 

Hermann Raeder, a former member 
of the Nazi security service in East 
Prussia, who had volunteered to testify 
in this trial. recalled the mass execu- 
tions of Jewish women and children at 
Kolleschen in Lithuania. 


Raeder stated that he had left the 


Gestapo in 1941 because he had been 
unable to witness the horrible crimes 
against the Jews any longer. He said 
that it would take a day if he were 
to describe all the ghastly crimes com- 
mitted by the Gestapo. 

He added that many Gestapo 
officers had “confiscated” valuable 
furs and jewellery ‘of the Jewish 
victims and used them for personal 
purposes despite strict orders forbid- 
ding this.

President Eisenhower has sent a 
letter to Congressman Albert P. 
Morano (Republican), of Connecticut, 
promising to keep the welfare of 
Israel in mind in the light of current 
Middle East developments. 

The President, who was replying to 
a letter sent to him by the Congress- 
man, said: 

“| fully subscribe to your position 
that the U.S.A. must continue its sup- 
port of those nations which are being 
threatened in the Middle East.
